Ecclesiasticai Economy. 


The high authorities of the Church will not find 
their positions quite so profitable as in former 
days. The Dean of Canterbury, who used to 
receive £2000 per annum, willin future get about 
£750. The Canons are reduced greatly, getting 
£370 yearly, instead of £1000.- The Dean of 
York. is fortunate in keeping his old pay, £2000 
a year, owing to a special arrangement ; but the 
Canons, who had £720 yearly, are reduced to 
£400. At Winchester the Dean’s income sinks 
from £1600 to £850, the income of the Canons 
dropping from £910 to £500. At Ely the Dean is 
reduced from £1600 to £1220, and the Canons 
from £800 to £570. At Norwich there is a reduc- 
tion all round, the average being twelve and a 
half per cent. At Peterborough the Dean 
formerly had £1200; in future he will receive 
£480, the Canons dropping from £500 to £240. 
At Salisbury the Dean’s £1000 becomes £600, the 
Canons falling from £500 to £300. These changes 
are being much discussed in Dissenting circles.

Profitable Sheep. 


REMARK I made recently 
about the price of lamb 
and mutton has led to 
some inquiries as to where 
the low-priced meat could 
be had, and what breeds 
of sheep were used for it. 
I. have the pleasure of 
illustrating and describing 
the breed called 


“Welsh Mountain” 
Sheep. 

In size they are small-medium. It would take a 
very good early lamb to weigh 40 Ib. in October. 
Some I handled lately were under 301b., but they 
were very small and very late ones. The great 
cause of the small size in these sheep is in 
premature breeding. It is quite common to see 
rams running with and serving lambs not much 
over six months old. 


The Welsh Sheep-Farmer 

is nothing if he is not keen and anxious to 
multiply his stock. They cost him scarcely 
anything ; he has a free mountain range “oing 
with his farm. He clips a great part of his flock 
twice a year, and he sells his lambs’ at a very 
low price before winter -sets in, so-as;to have no 
trouble about winter keep and care of the flock. 
I have seen fair lambs of this breed sold in the 
November fairs at

WELSH MOUNTAIN LAMBS. 


Mothers at ten months old sometimes — no 
wonder they run small and produce only one 
young at atime. In habit these shcep are quiet 
aul give little trouble, but they love to be on 
the tops of the mountains in fine weather. There 
is money in these sheep—as lamb for markets— 
if any of my readers want an opening. 
if Welsh mutton in London is worth 8d. or 9d. 
per 1b., and if lambs at 25 1b. can be bought for 
6;. or Ts., there is money in them. Welsh sheep- 
farmers do not get it, not they. It 


Goes into Several Pockets 


on its way to the family table of the town con- 
sumer. The meat, as the farmers themselves know, 
and eat it fresh off the mountains, is delicious. 
There is no other mutton like it, and I think for 
invalids’ fare and for easy digestion it is the 
tenderest and sweetest of, flesh food I know of. 
The lambs will not fatten to any advantage. 
They want a few weeks’ good keep, and then to 
be killed and eaten during the early winter 
months. Of course the meat is nearly all lean. 
If fat there be it is inside the animal and not 
mixed up with its flesh. Let me depict what 
some anxious ‘‘ looker out” may like to know of :

Walter Gilbey earnestly advocates an organised 
method of collecting butter, fowls, and eggs 
from British farmers for town markets.

Most 
of the French eggs are white shelled, and they 
come from one of four breeds—Houdans, Créve- 
cours, La Flèche, and Courtes Pattes. The best 
known of these breeds. in this country is the 
Houdan. A good specimen pair of them is 
sketched. These breeds are all non-sitters ; 
hence, they lay early, and they all lay large- 
sized eggs. The Houdan, as many of my readers 
know, stamps its good qualities on any of our 
breeds it is crossed with. It is not exactly a 
perfect fowl, needing a dry roost and a shelter 
during wet weather, more than do our common 
barn - door breeds. It feathers quickly and 
matures early, and being thus precocious, the 
French take a fair advantage of it, and farm it 
and its co-breeds named above for winter egg- 
producing for our British and their own markets.

ER MAJESTY’S SPEECH OPENING 
PARLIAMENT was read in the House of 
Lords by Royal Commission last Tuesday, the 
Queen sensibly preferring the pure, fresh air of 
Osborne to the atmosphere of wintry London. It 


would fill a column to quote the Queen’s Speech, and the | 


whole of ?.J.?. to report the more or less verbose speeches 
it provoked in both Houses. But our readers would prefer 
the briefest summary of these Parliamentary formalities, 
which the Prince of Wales, to his credit be it said, came to 
town to countenance, H.R.H. occupying his usual cross- 
bench seat in the House of Lords during the debate on the 
Address. 


The ‘ Appalling Massacres which have 
Taken Place in Constantinople and in other parts 
of the Ottoman Dominion” were significantly referred to 
atthe commencement of the Queen’s Speech (read to the 
Lords by Lord Halsbury and to the Commons by the 
Speaker); and we are informed that the Ambassadors at 
the Porte were considering “the present condition of the 
Ottoman Empire.” [A pregnant hint that the ruling 
Ottoman may be sat upon.) <A further advance beyond 
Dongola is indicated. The arrangement with the United 
States regarding the Venezuelan dispute is hopefully 
alluded to, and the Arbitration Treaty with America is 
commended to other Powers. The suppressicn of the 
Matabele rising is noted with satisfaction. Then come 
sympathetic paragraphs respecting the terrible famine in 
India and the plague in Bombay and Karachi. The 
strengthening of the Army is heralded. The chief measures 
promised are new Bills for the maintenance of Voluntary 
Schools (not by increasing the oppressive rates, we trust), 
for the London Water Supply, for an Irish Board of Agri- 
culture, and for the sorely needed amendment of the 
Limited Liability Companies Acts. 


The Earl of Kimberley’s selection at Spencer 
House as leader of the Liberal Peers on Monday was a 
good choice. Atthesame 
time, it must have been 
gratifying to the Earl of 
Rosebery (who has gone 
to. recuperate at Cap 
Martin, in the balmy and 
beautiful Riviera) to re- 
ceive the message of their 
Lordships’ regret at his 
resignation of the leader- 
ship. Lord Kimberley, 
though he has studiously 
refrained from platform 
oratory, is a safe man. 
He has an admirably even 
temper. He is a good 
debater. His rare ad- 
ministrative experience in 
many high offices, from 
the Lord Lieutenancy of 
Ireland te the Secretary- 
ship for India, crowns his 
fitness for the responsible 
position Lord Kimberley 
resumes with ability. 


Lorp KIMBERLEY. 


The Movers and Seconders of the Addresses 
to Her Majesty in both Houses of Pasliament repre- 
sent more fully than usual what is called by courtesy ‘* the 
Upper Ten.” The Marquis of Bath and Lord Kenyon 
respectively moved and seconded the Address in the Lords 
in reply to the Queen’s Speech ; and Viscount Folkestone 
moved, and the Hon. Alfred Lyttelton seconded, the 
Address in the Commons. The Marquis of Bath was 
born in 1832, and succeeded to the peerage last year 
on the death of his father. He is not new to Parlia- 
mentary life, having sat in the Commons, when 
Viscount Weymouth, as member for the Frome Division 
of Somersetshire. Lord Kenyon was born in 1864, 
his father, the Hon. Lloyd Kenyon, eldest son of Lord 
Kenyon, dying a year after the birth of his heir. When 
but five years old, the present Lord Kenyon succeeded to 
the title by the death of his grandfather. He has not 
been particularly prominent in political affairs, but is very 
popular among his own set, and is accounted a good 
fellow. He is a Captain in the Shropshire Yeomanry 
Cavalry and a Deputy Lieutenant for Salop. _ Viscount 
Folkestone is the eldest son of the fifth Lord Radnor, 
and has sat as member for the Wilton Division of 
Wiltshire since 1892. He has been for some time one

A Vacancy at Salisbury.—Mr. E. H. Hulse, who 
has represented Salisbury since 1886, announced on Monday 
night that he had applied for the Chiltern Hundreds; and 
Mr. H. Allhusen, of Stoke Court, Bucks, was selected as 
the Unionist candidate. Mr. J. Fuller, of Westbury, is 
the Radical candidate. The Liberal Party was greatly 
encouraged by the largeness of Mr. Pease’s majority at 
Cleveland. i 

The Lord Mayor’s Indian Famine Relief 
Fund, to which the Queen, the Royal Family, the Prime 
Minister, and all classes of Her Majesty’s subjects have 
nobly contributed, is rapidly reaching the grand total of 
£100,000. 1,332,000 persons are now employed on famine 
relief works in India. 


The Official Plague Return in Bombay last 
Monday- showed that up to Sunday there had been 3636 
eases and 2592 deaths since the outbreak of the mournful 
epidemic. i, 


The Bechuanaland Rising is not yet suppressed, 
but the disaffected natives have received a sharp lesson. On 
Jan. 15 a severe fight took place at Kabogo between the 
Bechuanaland rebels and a British contingent. The 
insurgents were completely defeated, and lost about forty 
killed. Of the British contingent only one — Trooper 
Garniss—was wounded. Three horses were killed. 
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The Czar’s Ill-Health was reported on Monday. 
Dr. Bergmann was said to have been summoncd to St. 
Petersburg for the purpose of performing an operation 
upon the Czar, to prevent the possible extension of a slight 
osseous excrescence which has appeared in the region of the 
cranium, where his Majesty was struck by a Japanese 
fanatic in 1891, when Prince George of Greece felled his 
cousin’s assailant with a blow of his fist. This growth, 
combined with the overwork resulting trom the immense 
umount of business to be transacted, has caused attacks 
of vertigo, from which the Emperor has suffered for some 
time past. Tuesday’s Daily Mail had it that Dr. Bergmann 
had not been summoned to sce the Czar. 


Fatal Mistake of a Guard of the Czar. 
The Berlin Lokal Anzeiger publishes the following telegram 
from St. Petersburg: ‘ While walking in the park at 
Tsarskoe Selo the Czar beckoned to a gardener engaged at 
work to approach him. ‘The man hastened to obey, but a 
guard, thinking he was running up to at ack the Emperor, 
shot him dead. His Majesty was deeply affected by the 
occurrence,”

The Massacre of the British Mission to 
Benin.—According to the Central News despatch from 
Bonny on Jan. 15, the 
fullest confirmation of the 
reported disaster to the 
Niger Coast Protectorate 
Expedition to Benin city 
has, unhappily, now been 
received through the mouths 
of survivors. There are two, 
and probably three, white 
men who are alive to tell 
the tale. The Expedition, 
or, more correctly speaking, 
the Mis-ion, was in com- 
mand of Mr. Phillips, the 
Acting Consul - General. 
He was accompanied by 
Lieutenant-Colonel A. M. 
B i-ragon, commard rg the 
Houssas; Captain Maling, 
second in command to 
Boisragon : Major Copland- 
Crawford, Vice - Consul 
General; Mr. R. F. Locke, 
District Commissioner ; Mr. 
Campbell, Assistant Dis- 
trict Commissioner; Dr. 
Elliott, and two British commercial agents named Powis and 
Gordon. In order thatthe King of Benin might understand 
that the Mission was entirely of a peaceful character, 
instructions were issued that all these officers should pro- 
ceed without arms. The Mission started into the interior 
at the beginning of the year, making for Benin city by way 
of Gwato. On Jan. 4 the Mission was suddenly attacked by 
the Benin people and almost annihilated. Of the 250 
carriers only twenty are known to have escaped. Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel Boisragon and District Commissioner Locke 
were wounded, but managed to crawl into the bush, and 
so escaped. They under- 
went terrible hardships before 
they succeeded in reaching 
a place of safety. Both were 
wounded, and for six days 
they were wandering about 
in the swamps and the bush. 
They are now in the doctor's 
hands, and are doing so well 
that their ultimate recovery 
is apparently assured. One 
other Englishman left the 
scene of the massacre alive. 
From the description given 
by the carriers who escaped, 
there is good reason to believe 
that this man was Mr. Powis. 
For some reason the enemy 
took him prisoner, instead 
of killing him with the 
others. He was bound and 
carried off tu Benin city. 
There is- no doubt that 
Mr.Phillips, Captain Maling, : 
Major Copland-Crawford, Mr. Campbell, Dr. Elliott, 
and Mr. Gordon perished at the scene of the massacre. 
The fate of Mr. Powis is being much discussed. Some 
think that the King of Benin will spare his life. Great 
regret has been expressed in military circles~at home 
at the loss of so gallant a man as Major P. W. Copland- 
Crawford. He was appointed Deputy-Commissioner and 
Vice-Consul on the Niger Coast three years ago, and 
during that short time had succeeded in making his rule 
beneficent. Of his courage under trying circumstances his 
past career is sufficient proof. His circumspection and 
courage in the Nana affair, when the A/ecto was fired upon 
by a native battery, saved the country a troublesome war, 
aithorgh it cost him a badly wounded leg. He was men- 
tioned in despatches, and received the medal and clasp and 
the D.S.O. Major Crawford joined the 7th Battalion 
King’s Royal Rifle Corps {Barnet Militia) in 1878 as a 
second Lieutenant, became Lieutenant in 1879, Captain in

Seven of 
these officers go to West 
Africa for the first time. 
All are booked to Old 
Calabar, but will probably 
disembark at Forcados. 
Many packages of medical 
stores were received from 
Deptford and conveyed in 
a special tender to the 
Bathurst. They were ad- 
dressed to H.M.S. Theseus, 
at Sierra Leone. It is 
hardly likely that the Theseus herself will take any 
active part in the expedition against Benin, as she 
will scarcely be able to enter even the Forcados River, 
the bar of which is not above-nineteen or twenty feet 
deep. The Benin bar itself is very much shallower, and 
very dangerous. Vessels do not enter at the Benin mouth 
since the Elder Channel was found navigable for ocean- 
going steamers. 


The Expedition to Benin is being made large 
enough to give some aid, in an emergency, to the Royal 
Niger Company, so that the latter’s forces engaged against 
the Emir of Nupe if found in a bad position may be 
relieved. The hospital ship Malacca, it is expected, will 
leave on Saturday or Sunday next with Marines and Blue- 
jackets on board for Benin. 


Her Majesty’s Gun-boat ‘f Widgeon,” with five 
officers and one hundred and thirty men, together with the 
Protectorate steam yacht Ivy, are at Bonny. 


The Members of the French Niger Expe- 
dition, which, under the command of Lieutenant Hourst, 
made its way from Timbuktu down the Niger to the coast, 
were formally received last Sundaysin the grand amphi- 
theatre of the new Sorbonne building by the Geographical 
Society of Paris. M. Bouquet de la Grye, President 
of the Geographical west y took the chair, and delivered 
an address, which concluded in the following terms: ‘‘ We 
may now affirm that the blood of our soldiers has not been 
shed in the pursuit of vain hopes, and that a river which 
has been ascended, explored, and described by our officers 
ought to be French for the greater part of its course.” 
Lieutenant Hourst then made a s h giving a compre- 
hensive account of his successful mission. 


The ae, to We Print of Majors Craw- 
ford and Phillips and Dr. Elliott was courteously 
furnished by Mr. illiam Anderson, of. Manchester, a 
gentleman who was well acquainted with the officers 
and traders in Benin, and especially with poor 
Dr. Elliott, who more than once brought him safely 
through attacks of the deadly fevers common in that 
country. The photograph was taken in Warri, when 
Major Crawford was Vice-Consul of that district. The 
figure near the straw hut to the left is Dr. Elliott. Sittin 
beneath him in the view is Major Phillips, V.C.; an 
Major Crawford is represented with a stick in his hand. 
The fourth figure resembles Mr. Locke, in the opinion of 
our correspondent, but of that he is not certain. 


Dr. Carroll Roman Catholic Bishop of 
Shrewsbury, who died the other day at the Bishop’s 
House, Birkenhead, was a 
native of Castieblaney, 
County Monaghan, where 
he was born in 1838. 
Ordained in 1861, he was 
for many years Rector of 
St. Peter’s, Stalybridge, 
and became Vicar-General 
of the diocese in 1883, 
while in 1892 he was 
chosen domestic chaplain 
to tie Pope, with the title 
of Monsignor.

A Plucky Policeman’s Fight with Burglars 
on the Railway.—A desperate affray with burglars, in

Teddington and Bushey in Snow-time.—The 
many people who visit Teddington in the summer and 
autumn, either by the Queen Elizabeth pleasure-steamer or 
by tra n, would scarcely recognise it as the same place in 
the winter. ‘Ihe heavy rains of the past few weeks swelled 
the river until it seemed as if we were to have repeated the 
floods of two years ago, when riverside houses were turned

The Breaches of Promise of Marriage heard 
in the Strand Law Courts last week yielded some sketches 
for our Artist, but he was disappointed by the postpone- 
ment. of the Duncan y Crabbe case, in which Miss Mabel 
Duncan, of the “Geisha” Company, was set down as 
plaintiff, and Captain Arthur Bingham Crabbe as defendant.

Miss Sizer alleged no less than five distinct promises 
of marriage between 1889 and 1896. Mr. Wallace, in 
opening the case for the plaintiff, said that in 1889 
she had just completed her course as a musician 
with Sir Julius Benedict. She first met Mr. Murray at 
Brighton in 1899, she being then twenty-two years of age, 
while he was thirty After they became engaged there wasa 
long correspondence, amounting to some 600 or 800 letters in 
all. Miss Sizer, the plaintiff, was called to make out her case. 
However, a settlement was arrived at. With the defendant’s 
consent there was a verdict and judgment for the plaintiff for 
£200, with costs. The preceding day, before the Lord Chief 
Justice and a special jury, Marian Davies brought an action 
against Robert Fox to recover a balance of £2,000, which 
she alleged to be due to her under an agreement with the 
defendant, by which she released the defendant from all 
his obligations towards her under a promise to marry her 
when his wife dei, and undertook to give up all his letters 
in consideration of a payment of £2109. Mr. Fox denied 
the alleged promise of marriage, and denied that he ever 
entered into the agreement. Lord Russell, after hearing 
evidence, said there was no cas¢, He therefore non-suited 
the plaintiff. Judgment for the defendant accordingly.

Employment for Women in the 
Civil Service. 

In pursuance of my mission, I thought that I 
could hardly do better than apply to -(of. all 
persons in the world!) a gentleman, with a view 
to his informing me as to what kind of a cliannel 
Her Majesty's Civil Service opened up to girls in 
the all-important purpose of enabling them to 
earn their own livelihood. Accordingly, after a 
friendly premonition, I arranged an hour with 
the popular head of the chief college in -this 
London of ours, in order to obtain for my readers 
exactly what information they might need in 
this respect. You must know that my kindly 
iiformant is none other than 


Mr. George E. Clark, 
the Principal of Clark’s Civil Service College, 
2, Chancery Lane, W.C., and the founder of the 
remarkably successful system of tuition which 
cnables most of the girls who join his college to 
obtain positions under Her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment. 

I have often written ‘‘something’’ about 
‘employment under Government,” as H.M. 
Civil Service is commonly called ; but I confess 
the chat which I had with Mr. Clark showed me 
most conclusively that I had a misconception of 
the whole thing, and that I had much to leàrn

ere I would be able to enlighten any girl on the 
subject. 

But now I am going to be frank, according to 
my later lights, and advise, as I think I begin to 
know how. Honestly, among the many voca- 
tions which young women pursue, I cannot 
recommend any better than the Civil Service. 

The Remuneration, to Begin with, 


ranges from £26 to £65, and rises for clerks to 
£190 a year. Apart from the new class of type- 
writers, of which I may have something to say 
on another occasion, there are three classes of 
permanent women Civil servants. These are 
telegraphists, sorting clerks, and clerks. We all 
know that in many post-offices in and around 
London, telegraphists and counter clerks who 
are women are employed, but these must not be 
confounded with those who are denominated 
above. Commencing with the 


Sorting Clerks and Telegraph Learners, 


there are separate examinations which candidates 
must pass before they can become either the one 
or the other, and the limits of age arë fixed as 
between fifteen and eighteen years. These ex- 
aminations are competitive ; and for sorters the 
subjects are reading and copying manuscript, 
handwriting, spelling, arithmetic (elementary), 
and geography of the United Kingdom ; while 
for telegraph learners a somewhat higher ex- 
amination in handwriting, orthography, English 
composition, arithmetic (including vulgar and 
decimal fractions), percentages, and general 
geography has to be undergone. On the face 
of this, no great difficulty should be experienced, 
but then there is a great rush to obtain these
